SPIES TELLS HIS STORY. 


THE BOSS CHICAGO ANARCHIST ON 
THE WITNESS STAND. 


Bow Bo Como to Moukojr w ith DjroomlU 
- O i t i f t l Doolot ortho Charge* Against 
B in —HI« Yfootmoot b y tho Police—A 
L etter from Moot—Parana* Provo* o 
C*n<lld W itness. 


Chicago, Aug. 1(X—The proceedings iu 
the criminal court, Monday, wore ot moro 
than u*ual interest, from tho foot that An* 
gust Spies, tho editor of tho Anarchist organ, 
Tho Arboitor Zoitung, was pat on tho stand, 
and followod by A. R. Parsons. 
Tho first 
witnoss, howevor, was liichaol Schwab, who 
stated that he was at tho Hay market bat a 
few minute« ; that finding that Spies oould 
not go out to Deering’« where ho was wanted 
to make a speech, ho (Schwab) wont himself. 
He did not see Spies a t the Haymarfcet, but 
got his information (that Spies could not go 
to Deering) from Schnaubelt. and conse­ 
quently could not have been in Crane's a l­ 
ley with Spiea 
The croas-ex amination did 
not shake his testimony. 
August Spies was then called, and stated 
that he was one of the editors of The Ar- 
belter Zeitung, and a number of the Social­ 
ist Publication society, which is organized 
under the state law; he said, however, that 
be was not responsible for what appeared in 
the paper, the society having complete con­ 
trol of ft* policy. 
He made a speech out on 
the Black road tha afternoon of the attack 
on McCormick's factory by request of the 
managers of the meeting, but did not use 
inflammatory language. 
While he was 
speaking he saw some *>00 men start off to 
the factory, and afterwards heard shots and 
went over there, where be saw the police 
chasing and shooting at tha panic-stricken 
people. 
This made his blood boil, and in 
this frame of mind he went to his office ana 
wrote a fiery article for The Zeitung. 
Ha 
also wrote the “ Revenge" circular. 
Spies said he remembered putting a no* 
tice in the Arbiter Zeitung calling .the 
Hay market meeting. 
On that day a cir­ 
cular was handed to him containing the 
line, "Workingmen, arm yourselves," with 
the request to have it inserted. 
The w it­ 
ness said to the messenger: 
"If this is for 
the meeting which I am to address, I would 
certainly not spsak there" 
The messenger 
asked him why, to which Spies re plied: 
"On account of those lines in the bottom." 
It was afterward agreed to distribute only 
circulars with toe line omitted, and Spies 
then consented to speak. 
The witness, continuing, said he got to the 
Hay market ab out 8:* 0 o’clock. 
His b rother 
Henry accompanied him and remained with 
him during the entire evening. 
He did not 
see Schwab at the meeting, and Schnaub elt 
told him Schwab had gone to Deering. Tha 
witness denied in very positive terms the 
conversation Mr. Thompson alleged ho over­ 
heard Spies engage in with Schwab , whom 
ho said he did not see that evening. Neither 
was he near the alley with any man. 
The 
statement that he handed Schnaub elt some­ 
thing on Randolph street and then returned 
to the meeting, the witness said was untrue. 
After finishing his speech, the witness said, 
ho remained on the wagon, and wa 9 there 
when the police came up. 
At that time toe 
meeting was as good as adjourned. 
When 
ne he a rd the order to disperse, he started to 
get down out of the wagon, and as soon as 
he re a ched tho ground lie heard a loud de­ 
tonation which he thought was a cannon to 
frighten the people. 
The testimony of the 
witness 
Gilman the 
witness 
said was 
untrue in every particular. 
Witness explained that he had at one 
time four dynamite b omb s in his office; 
the y had b een left with him b y two men, 
one of whom wanted to know if they were 
properly made. 
He let a reporter of The 
News have one of them to 
show to Mr. 
Stone, the proprietor of that paper, aud had 
a conversation on dynamite, Socialism, etc., 
in which he had talked freely of dynam ite 
as a great leveller and of the prob ab ility of 
troub le over the lab or question. 
In explanation of the insertion of the 
word “Euhe" in The Arb eiter Zeitung, May 
4, the witness said the night b efore at 1 
o’clock he received a letter as follows: “Mil 
E di t o r : 
Please invert in to-days letter 
b ox the word ‘Ruha’ in prominent letters." 
lie did not know its meaning till the next 
afternoon when Balthazar Rau told him the 
armed section at a meeting adopted tne 
word “Ruhe” as a signal to keep their 
powder dry and b e in readiness in case the 
police precipitated a riot. 
The witness told 
ilau that it was very foolish and irration »1, 
and asked if there was no way in whicu it 
could b e undone. The witness further testi­ 
fied that b e had two packages of giant 
powder and some fuse in his desk for two 
years. 
He had them chiefly to show to re­ 
porters, as they b othered him a good deaL 
They always wanted some sensation an 1 
then, too, he wanted 
the dynamite .to 
study it. 
In regard to his arrest the witness said 
he and Schwab were treated in the most 
ferocious manner a t 
headquarters. 
“ Vs 
soon as I got into the station", said the wit 
ness, "Superintendent Eb ersold started at 
me. 
He said: 
'You dirty Dutch dog: you 
hound; you w he lp 
——you, we will 
strangle you! 
We will kill you.’ 
Then 
they jumped upon us and tore us a p a rt 
1 
never said anything. 
Then they searched 
us, took our raon y, even our handker­ 
chiefs, and would cot return them to us. 
I 
was put in a cell and have not had my 
lib erty sinca" 
The cross-ex amination ot Spies was ex­ 
citing a t times. 
He said he obtained dyna 
mite to ex periment with, the same as a man 
would go out and practice with a revolver, 
but could not say he practiced out of mere 
curioeity. 
He wrote, "workingmen arm 
yourselves," because they bad the con­ 
stitutional right to arm themselves "against 
the unlawful acta of the police or any 
other organization." 
Spies was then asked if he knew Herr 
Most and was handed a letter and a postal 
card written by Most to the witness 
In reply to questions the witness recog­ 
nized the handwriting as Most’s and sup­ 
posed he received them as they were ad­ 
dressed to him 
The letter from Most as 
translated was placed in evidence and read. 
It wav as follows:

REAPPOINTING THE REJECTED. 


A Q uestion W hether the A ct Is L eg a l — 
A N ota ble ltea p p n in tm en t M a de. 
W a shing ton C itt. Aug. 
10. —Mr. J. C. 
Matthews, who was Monday appointed re­ 
corder of deeds for the District of Colum­ 
b ia, is the gentleman whose nomination for 
the office of recorder of deeds, after pend­ 
ing in the senate for several months, 
was 
finally rejected. 
He is a colored Democrat 
of Alb any. He is now in the city. Among 
the reasons given to the pub lic for reject­ 
ing b is nomination was that the appoint­ 
ment was not agreeab le to the citizens of 
the District, who thought that a District 
man should b e appointed. 
Ther^ was con­ 
siderab le dissatisfaction expressed b y Dis­ 
trict Democrats when the nomination was 
male. 
The president in a numb er of cases has re­ 
appointed to the office the same officials who 
were rejected b y the senate. 
This has 
given rise to a conflict of opinion in de­ 
partm ent circles concerning the legality of 
such action. 
Some high officials hold that 
the tenure of office act prohib its tha presi­ 
dent, during the recess of the senate, from 
reappointing these rejected nominees, while 
ethers take the ground that as the constitu­ 
tion vests in the president the power to fill 
vacancies, he has a perfect right to do ao. 
It seems to b e conceded that in the m atter 
of reappointing postmasters he can do so, 
as the tenure of office act makes an excep­ 
tion as to them, and the accounting offi­ 
cers can pass their accounts; b ut as to the 
other officers, while the president m ay re­ 
appoint them it is questionab le whether, 
with the tenure of office act on the statute 
b ooks they can receive their salaries
